Genevieve was the wife of a Grand Duke of 


feudal times, noted for her beauty and virtue. 
The Grand Duke was called to battle and left 
his dukedom and wife in the care of his 
brother. The brother, a wicked libertine be- 
came enamored of Genevieve and did all he 
could to make her untrue to the absent Duke, 
going even so far as, that he told her the Duke 
had been killed in battle. Genevieve refused 
to believe and remained faithful, which so an- 
gered the brother-in-law, that he told her if 
she continued to resist him, he would banish 
her to the heart of a dense forest, there to die 
of exposure and starvation. Genevieve pre- 
ferred banishment to infidelity was therefore 
taken to a forest never entered by man and left 
to her fate. She lived upon herbs and wild 
berries and a doe she tamed gave her milk and 
there it was she gave birth to her little child, 
a boy, to whom she gave the expressive name 
of “Schmerzensreich,” which means “the realm 
of pain.” Some years later, her husband, the 
Grand Duke, who supposed his wife long dead, 
penetrated deeper than he knew whilst out 
hunting into the forest and there it was he dis- 
covered his faithful wife and beautiful sunny 
haired son and heir. The Germans call her 
“Saint Genevieve,” as just reward for her fidel- 
ity and fortitude prompting her to gladly 
choose her terrible fate to infidelity. The pic- 
ture portrays her resigned to the fate of the 
Almighty in all the dignity and elevated beauty 
of her pure heart, the guileless little child 
clinging to her skirt, absorbed with his sole 
play thing a bird’s nest,. walking in a flower 
covered glade in the very heart of a primeval
